GENERAL GEORGE BRYANT, 
NOEED BADGER.IS DEAD 


State Superintendent of Public Prop­ 
erty Dies at Madison After an 
Extended Illness 


M A D ISO N , Wis., Feb. 1 8 .— Gener­ 


al George E. Bryant, aged 75, state 


superintendent of 
public 
property, 


died at his farm home, seven miles 
from Madison, at 9:35 o’clock Satur­ 
day night from a dropsical affection 
and other ailments incident to ad 
vanced age. 
Death came peacefully 
and painlessly after a period of forty- 
eight hours 
of 
semi-consciousness. 
At his bedside when he passed away 
were the members of his immediate 
family, a daughter, and two sons. The 
daughter is Miss Hattie Bryant, who 
has been her father’s housekeeper for 
years. 
The sons are Edward Bryant, 
who is a farmer and has looked after 
the general’s farm interests for some 
years, and Frank H. Bryant, a clerk 
in the state 
insurance 
department. 
General Bryant’s wife died some years 
ago. 
General Bryant had not been well 
for ten years, since he was first af­ 
fected with a dropsical trouble. 
Last 
September he became so ill that he 
was compelled to take to his bed, and, 
though he seemed to get better at 
times, the improvement was only tem­ 
porary. 
During the, holidays he suf­ 
fered an attack of pneumonia and for 
many days his life was despaired of.

He had become connected*with the 
local militia and on the outbreak ot 
the war was made captain 
of

Madison guards, a volunteer organi­

It has, however, frequently interested itself in encouraging in­ 


dustries to locate here, and in promoting the expansion of institutions al­ 


ready located here, by securing the sale of stock to local capitalists. 


Recently a plant in which Mr. Hirshheimer is heavily interested was 


said to be on the point of leaving because not 
sufficiently 
encouraged 


here, and its manager let it be known that other cities had offered to 


bonus it to move away. 
Nothing was done by the board of trade, and 


the reasonable request that a road giving access to the factory be built 


was ignored by the city. 
Y et the factory is still here. 


There may be a reason for making an exception in the present case. 


It m ay be that the implement factory under consideration offers excep­ 


tional attractions to a bidding city. 
Unless we want 
to 
discriminate, 


there would have to be some consid eration of this sort to justify leaving 


the beaten trail which the applicants for this bonus helped to blaze. The 


factory must have a location, and one takes it for granted that, bonus or 


no bonus, Mr. Hirshheimer will do all in his power to bring it to his 


home city. 
It may not be indelicate to suggest that, as in former in- 


•tances of the kind, any material encouragement offered this factory be 


In the form of stock subscriptions by local capital, rather than by gratu­ 


ito u s bonus. 


That the only “kick” on the street improvements this year was for 


better improvements, indicates that the people of L a Crosse are growing 


more and more progressive.

The Possibilities For the Cook of This 
Cut of Meat. 
Purchase a whole flank. Remove the 
fat and render as lard. When slightly 
cool add a half pint of olive oil and 
run it into a pail. This makes a very 
superior article for cooking purposes. 
Cut a strip across the flank, roll tight­ 
ly, tie well with grocers’ twine and boil 
until tender. When cold cut in very 
thin slices. 
Cut away the thickest of the remain­ 
der of flank and put through a food 
chopper with a few slices of salt pork. 
Season with pepper and salt and shape 
into small flat cakes. Brown some but­ 
ter in a frying pan and lay in the 
cakes. Wheu brown on one side turn 
and brown on the other; then cove! 
the pan and cook ten minutes on top of 
the stove. 
Put the pieces of bone and remaining 
pieces of meat into a kettle with cold 
water. Put over the fire aud boil until 
well cooked. Remove the bone and cut 
the meat fine. Return the meat to the 
kettle, w ith one onion minced fine and 
one cupful of macaroni broken in small 
bits. Cook until the macaroni is soft 
(about half an hour). Add- half a can 
of tomatoes or an equal quantity of 
fresh ones peeled and sliced. Season 
with salt and pepper and serve hot 


There is a lively and interesting lit­ 
tle game called “ location.” 
It may be 
played for ten or fifteen minutes or an 
hour, just to please the desires of the 
little participants. 
Let the children assemble in the sit­ 
ting room w hen the weather will not 
permit of playing in the yard and scat 
themselves in a circle about the room. 
One begins the game by telling of his 
travels (true or imaginary) in slow, pre­ 
cise tones. ^ When he comes to the 
name of corage well known city, lake or 
mountain the boy or girl sitting next 
on his right must quickly call out the 
location of the place named. 
If he or 
she gives the location correctly the 
boy or girl next in line must take up 
the story of travel and continue to 
some other prominent place on tho 
world’s geography, but if an error is 
made the boy or girl who makes it 
must resume the story, leading the lis­ 
teners along over different lands and 
seas till some place of Interest is reach­ 
ed, after which the game continues as 
begun. 
For example: 
"I started out on u tour of tile United 
States,” begins a boy. 
“ I made my 
first stop at St. Paul”— 
“ St. Paul, Minn.!” cries the child on 
his right, and, the answer being cor­ 
rect, the next child to the right re­ 
sumes the story, relieving the one who 
answered correctly of telling a part of 
the story at this juncture, though it 
may fall to him the next time round 
the circle. 
"While there,” begins the next story 
teller, "I rested a few days from my 
travels. 
Then I resumed my journey, 
going direct to Cheyenne”— 
"Cheyenne, Mont.!” cries the boy on 
his right, which, being wrong, causes 
all in the circle who know of the mis­ 
take to cry: “Error! 
Error!” 
Then, 
after being corrected, the boy making 
the mistake must take up the thread 
of the narrative and “travel on.” 
Not only are there much life and fun 
to be had from playing the game lo­ 
cation, but the children’s knowledge 
of geography is brought to the test 
and the art of impromptu story telling 
is cultivated.

This electric force 
for one second represents 5,000 horse­ 
power, but as the lightning accom­ 
plished the melting In less time, say 
In one-tenth of a second, the bolt must 
have been of about 50,000 horsepower.

THE BUTLER’S PANTRY. 


What It 8hould Contain and How It 


8hould Bo Kept. 
In constructing the butler's pantry It 
Is hardly possible to have too much 
sholf room for placing the dishes as 
they are removed from the table. It Is 
a good plan to have tw o sinks side by 
side, one for washing and one for rins­ 
ing the dishes. 
They should be well 
flushed every two or three days with 
boiling w ater and washing soda. This 
will keep the pipes free from grease. 
All racks for banging towels should 
be of nickel. 
Then there is no danger 
of rusting. 
Be sure there la plenty of 
light in the pantry. 
A competent maid will be particular 
about keeping the 
butler’s 
pantry 
clean, wiping off the glass doors and 
shelves and polishing all nickel fix­ 
tures. 
The drawers holding table 
linen need not be cleaned as often as 
those In which the crumb scraper, carv­ 
ing utensils, etc., are kept. 
The sil­ 
ver drawer should be provided with a 
large, neatly fitted pad of canton flan­ 
nel. 
The dust may be frequently 
shaken from this, and the silver should 
be laid in It in an orderly fashion— 
knives In one part, forks in another 
and tablespoons and teaspoons being 
kept separate to save time In serving. 
Tablecloths should be folded as little 
as possible and require a large draw­ 
er. 
The napkins and dollies should 
occupy a separate drawer. 
All linen 
not In constant use may be kept in the 
linen closet or highboy. 
Canton flannel bags for covering the 
broom to use in dusting hardwood 
floors, chamois and neatly hemmed 
cheesecloth dusters should be kept In 
another drawer. Shelves painted white 
are much better than those covered 
with oilcloth and are easily kept clean.
